New Castle's past is key to its future

New Castle sits at the 
intersection of history and 
Americana, and this unique 
place also helps to plot the 
city’s future, said its Main 
Street manager and economic 


developer. 

When Jeff Thoke looks 
across the street from his office 
in city hall at the historic 1877 
courthouse, it reminds him 
that’s what makes New Castle 
special. It’s kept a lot of its his¬ 
tory in place, instead of tearing 
it down. 


“I look at it every day,” he 
said about the courthouse. “It 
reminds me of what we’re try¬ 
ing to do. You can’t replace 
that.” 

As the walking tour bro¬ 
chure says, New Castle has one 
of the few remaining virtually- 
intact 19 th century courthouse 


squares in all of Kentucky, and 
it’s one thing that attracted 
Thoke to become the city’s 
Main Street manager. 

The downtown looks pretty 
much like it did in the 1800s. 

“Wendell Berry said, c Our 
history makes us what we are 
today and our future depends 


on our past,”’ Thoke quoted 
and again motioned to the 
courthouse and other historic 
buildings. “That’s our past. 
Once it’s gone, it’s gone. You 
can’t replace it. It’s a part of 
our heritage.” 

Main Street is a national and

Historical 
society 
still going 
strong

The Henry County 
Historical Society con¬ 
tinue a steady stream of 
community outreach, 
even as it undergoes a 
reorganization at the his¬ 
tory center in New Castle, 
officers said. 

“We’re in a transition 
and reorganizing,” said 
Connie Snowden, the 
secretary on the board of 
directors. “We’re looking 
for volunteers. We lost 
our full-time volunteer.” 

President Bill Shannon 
now opens the history 
center one day a week, 
usually Thursdays, takes 
the historical society’s 
calls, answers e-mails and 
sets up research appoint¬ 
ments, after Hammer 
Smith resigned from the 
organization. 

“He pretty much 
manned the history cen¬ 
ter,” Snowden said. “We 
have other volunteers — 
he was the one who was 
here most of the time.” 

But many other volun¬ 
teers continue their work 
on behalf of the historical 
society uninterrupted. 

“The historical society 
is a lot more than just the 
history center and geneal¬ 
ogy,” she explained. “The 
history center has not 
been closed. We’ve been 
setting up appointments 
to help people out.” 

Members and volun¬ 
teers go over to the coun¬ 
ty clerk’s office to scan 
court order books into 
digital copies, Snowden 
said, for example. This 
creates a backup of the 
original documents and 
allows members to find 
out more about Henry 
County’s past. 

Those court order 
books date back to 
around 1798-99 and 
volunteers have scanned 
them up to the Civil War 
era. 

One find that stuck out 
involved plans for a jail in 
the 1832 records. 

“Pretty much anything 
that went through the 
courts, they recorded it 
— it was line item after

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EIS signs 
uniform 
deal with 
ADIDAS

Eminence Independent Schools 
will be entering into a partnership 
with sports equipment manufacturer 
ADIDAS this coming school year 
to provide uniforms and coaching 
attire for the schools’ various sports, 
according to school officials. 

The deal will go into effect in 
the upcoming school year and will 
include a budget for new uniforms, 
shoes and other pieces of clothing for 
coaches. 

Chris Nethery, Eminence Athletic 
Director, said that the deal will pro¬ 
vide four years of ADIDAS uniforms 
for Eminence student-athletes. And 
they’re not the first school in the area 
to do it. “[The program] is primar¬ 
ily aimed at small schools,” Nethery 
said. “Gallatin County and Owen 
County both do it.” 

Nethery learned of the program 
while speaking with the other 
schools’ athletic directors and decid¬ 
ed to pursue it for Eminence. 

He approached H & W Sports in 
Campbellsville, the store that brokers 
the deal with ADIDAS and worked 
out all the details for Eminence. 

Every sport that gets new uni¬ 
forms for the next four years will 
get ADIDAS uniforms, according 
to Nethery. The schools also gets a 
percentage off of shoes and other 
equipment. 

Although the school will have to 
pay for the uniforms, ADIDAS will 
give Eminence a certain amount of 
money in credit each year that they 
participate in the program. 

According to principal Shannon 
Treece, the program will help parents 
of student athletes who may not be 
able to afford shoes and clothes at 
full price. 

“We have a lot of families with 
multiple children involved in sports,” 
Treece said. “So they’re having to 
purchase multiple shoes, multiple 
pieces of equipment. It’s a discount 
rate for all their children.” 

Nethery added that the school’s 
sports programs are all in need of 
money and without a booster club 
it’s hard for them to raise the funds 
to buy equipment. But that with the 
new discount, the school adminis¬ 
tration hopes to make sports more 
affordable. 

According to Eminence 
Superintendent Buddy Berry at the 
last school board meeting, the pro¬ 
gram will provide $22,000 worth of 
gear over the next four years. The 
program will officially go into effect 
on July 1. 
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Work to resume on 
Interstate 71 exit 

Contract crews will resume ramp repairs next week 
at the Interstate 71/KY 153 interchange in Henry 
County, according to information from the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet. 

Ramp construction was postponed until the week 
of July 7 due to the NASCAR races at the Kentucky 
Speedway last week and the Independence Day holi¬ 
day this week. 

Another delay in completing the exit ramp work 
occurred when transportation officials discovered that 
the the materials underneath the ramps needed to be 
replaced. 

The south bound ramp reopened June 17 after 
work began at the first of the month, according to 
spokeswoman Andrea Clifford. Construction crews 
removed the old concrete surface only to find an 
unstable sub grade underneath. 

Workers had to remove some of the subgrade and 
build up the aggregate there, she explained. The con¬ 
tractor continues to do construction along the shoul¬ 
ders there, including installing guardrail. 

“We figured that all of the ramps would have the 
same issues with unstable subgrade, so we’ve allowed 
the contractor a few extra days of closure at each 
ramp,” Clifford added. “So, instead of each ramp 
being closed for seven days, they will be closed for 
ten.” 

The southbound exit ramp from 1-71 to KY 153 
(Exit 28) is scheduled to close on Tuesday, July 8 at 
7:00 a.m. This ramp will be closed through Thursday, 
July 17 for removal and replacement of the concrete 
pavement. 

This ramp construction is part of a contract by the 
Kentucky Transportation Cabinet (KYTC) for asphalt 
resurfacing and concrete bridge deck repairs on south¬ 
bound 1-71 between the Trimble/Carroll County line 
and the Little Kentucky River (mile points 38.8 to 
28.1). 

The next phase of construction will close the 
entrance ramp from KY 153 to northbound 
1-71. This closure is currently scheduled to begin on 
Monday, July 21. The ramp will be closed for approx¬ 
imately ten days. 

For both ramp closures, motorists will be detoured 
via southbound 1-71 to KY 53 in LaGrange (Exit 22), 
to northbound 1-71 and back to KY 153 at Exit 28. 
Construction continues on the driving lanes of south¬ 
bound 1-71 with drainage replacement, asphalt paving 
and concrete bridge deck repairs. 

Ohio Valley Asphalt of Paris, Ky. was awarded this 
contract in the amount of $12.8 million. The project 
is scheduled for completion in October 2014. 

The actual starting date and duration of this work 
may be adjusted if inclement weather or other unfore¬ 
seen delays occur.

state program designed 
as an economic develop¬ 
ment tool that builds on 
local assets and works to 
strengthen communities. 

As a member of the 
Kentucky program, 
participants from New 
Castle can get help from 
the state, Thoke said. If 
a building owner wants 
to restore a facade, they 
could get design and 
planning help. 

“It’s really to try to 
revitalize small-town 
America,” Thoke 
explained. “It’s about 
maintaining what we 
have and trying to revi¬ 
talize the town,” he said. 
“I always say you can’t 
go back to the AOs, the 
mom and pop shops are 
gone — you have to try 
to reinvent yourself.” 

Small-town America 
really hit its peak 
between the 1950s and 
1970s, when people 
could still find the mom- 
and-pop-owned shoe 
store and a movie theater 
downtown, before big 
box chain stores took 
over retail. 

The evolution of 
commerce from locally 
owned businesses in the 
downtown commercial 


core area to suburban 
malls pretty much ended 
up killing activity on 
Main Streets in towns 
and cities across America, 
Thoke noted 
New Castle joined the 
Kentucky Main Street 
Program in 2003. As a 
result, the city has bene- 
fitted from beautification 
efforts, buildings have 
been cleaned up and 
readied for tenants, new 
businesses have moved 
in, and city officials have 
added more activities, 
like free movie night, to 
bring people back into 
town for their entertain¬ 



ment. 

One way that New 
Castle tapped into a 
feeling of Americana 
involved turning the 
community festival called 
Spring Fling into a cel¬ 
ebration of local World 
War II veterans at the 
Patriotic Festival. Thoke 
said it also provided a 
one-of-a-kind event in 
the state. 

As a result, the event 
attracted more attention 
and brought in more 
people than before, 
he said, estimating the 
crowd as possibly reach¬ 
ing several thousand. 

New Castle also has a 
cleaner look after several 
building owners took 
that on as a project, 
Thoke said.

“When you want to 
sell something, you need 
to clean it up, fix it up, 
paint it, so we encour¬ 
aged building owners to 
clean their buildings,” he 
noted. 

Several business own¬ 
ers have gotten on board 
with that effort, includ¬ 
ing a new women’s fit¬ 
ness place that occupied 
a formerly vacant build¬ 
ing, an expansion of city 
hall and a sympathetic 
makeover for the home 
of Antiques on South 
Main. 

“That’s a great 
example of revitaliza¬ 
tion,” Thoke said. “They 


redid the whole facade. 
So, we’re starting to see 
some reinvestment in 
town.” 

And now there are 
plans for a new phar¬ 
macy to open next to the 
Henry County Chamber 
of Commerce on Main 
Street. 

More beautification 
efforts followed when 
donors sponsored nine 
park benches placed 
around the courthouse 
square and sponsored 
plum trees in planters. 

When people take 
ownership in such proj¬ 
ects, that’s a sign they 
feel good and take pride 
in their community, 
Thoke noted. 


years working for the 
Kentucky department 
of tourism, Thoke has 
travelled to 48 states, and 
he seen success stories of 
places that have thrived. 

He wants to see that 
happen in New Castle, 
too. 

“I see opportunity 
here,” he said. “I love 
small-town America. I 
love the town. I love 
the fact that it’s historic. 
That’s our nature, that’s 
our fabric. That’s what 
makes us unique.”

Have you ever been 
stuck in traffic? I don’t 
mean that you were 
forced to go 55 in a 65.

It did not work. 

So now, with three 
lanes of blocked traffic 
on a two-lane highway, a 
tow truck tried to make 
his way down to the acci¬ 


dent. In order to do so, 
a couple of truck drivers 
got out of their vehicles 
and signaled for cars to 
move to the leftmost 
emergency lane. We did 
so and the truck man¬ 
aged to work his way 
down to the accident. 
Afterward, I decided I 
was tired of sitting in 
the car and took to the 
road. I locked my car 
and left it sitting while I 
conversed with my fellow 
man. 

After a while we ended 
up sitting underneath 
an overpass laughing as 
some people tried to turn 
around and go south on 
a northbound interstate. 
Eventually, of course, 
we all got to move on 
(by turning around, as it 


ended up), but for just 
a few minutes we were 
all more than cars on the 
highway. For just a bit, 
we were people again. 

It’s easy to get caught 
up in your commute. I’m 
as bad as anyone when 
it comes to road rage. 
When people cut me 
off on the road, I usu¬ 
ally think briefly about 
running them down 
and wrecking them. Of 
course, I don’t do it 
(that you know of), but 
the thought is there for a 
split second. 

If we hadn’t come up 
on this accident, I very 
well could’ve had that 
thought about one of the 
people I ended up talk¬ 
ing to for over an hour. 

In the end, I made 


it to work (albeit three 
hours late) and the day 
continued on as normal. 
Shockingly, there were 
no fatalities in the wreck 
and they finished clearing 
the debris at 3:30 that 
afternoon. But for a little 
while, just for a couple of 
hours, my commute was 
more than just the requi¬ 
site time that it takes me 
to get to and home from 
work. It was an event. It 
was a story. For a brief, 
beautiful moment, we 
all were more than metal 
pods racing down the 
road. We were people, 
united by our frustration, 
but forced to commu¬ 
nicate by our circum¬ 
stances. 

There’s something 
wonderful in that. You 


may say that it’s stupid 
and sentimental to view 
a traffic jam as a moment 
of clarity, but that’s what 
it was. Maybe it’s cal¬ 
lous to say that someone 
else’s misfortune offered 
me an opportunity to get 
my priorities straight and 
just take a moment to 
breathe, but that’s what 
happened. 

Maybe we could use 
a few more traffic jams. 
Maybe we need to stop 
and take inventory some¬ 
times and realize what’s 
really important in life. 

Or maybe I’m just 
looking too far into a 
situation that everyone 
experiences at some 
point. I suppose I could 
live with that.

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Pendleton commercial landmark closes

Denise Coombs bid 
farewell to customers at 
the Fast Stop Fuels in 
Pendleton last week as 
the store closed for good 
on June 29. 

After 35 years in oper¬ 
ation in Pendleton, it’s 
hard for Fast Stop Fuels 
customers to imagine the 
business, manager Denise 
Coombs and the employ¬ 
ees not being there. 

But the family gas sta¬ 
tion founded by Milburn 
Eldridge shut its doors 
June 29, according to 
Coombs. 

One exchange between 
Coombs and a customer 
who noticed the items on 
the shelves disappearing 
went like this: 

“We’re closing the 
store on Sunday, that’s 
why the inventory’s so 
low,” Coombs said. 

“You’re closing the 
store?” the customer 
responded. “What am I 
supposed to do?” 

Amother customer jok¬ 
ingly asked if Coombs 
and another employee 
had been cutting onion

because their eyes had 
filled with tears. 

Coombs has overseen 
the operation of Fast 
Stop ever since day one 
— Aug. 20, 1979 — 
when at the time she sat 
in a little shack by the 
gas pumps. 

Eldridge added the 
convenience store two 
years later — the same 
building that served the 
community for 33 years. 

“This has been a hub 
for everybody to loaf 
and get the news,” she 
said. “In my office, 
sometimes, there would 
be five or six people just 
standing around chit 


chatting.” 

Coombs got the job 
after Eldridge, who 
worked on furnaces, was 
doing just that at her 
parents house, when he 
mentioned that he want¬ 
ed to talk to their daugh¬ 
ters about something. 

Eldridge wanted the 
Pendleton gas station 
to be a part of the busi¬ 
nesses that he could 
pass down to his sons, 
Coombs explained. She 
also felt extremely close 
to Eldridge. 

She described Eldridge 
as jolly and very active, 
coming by the store 
every day, having coffee, 
visiting and doing any 
maintenance needed. 

“He was just a dad to 
me and that’s why I get 
so emotional,” Coombs 
said. “You think well, 
that’s a part of me and 
him and that’s a part I’m 
going to lose and that’s 
why I get so emotional.” 

Having a good team 
to work in the store 
also made for a great 35 
years, she added. Many 
of her hires stayed long 
term, anywhere between 
10 and 25 years. 


“I didn’t have a lot of 
turnover,” Coombs said. 
“I haven’t had a lot of 
the headaches — a lot of 
convenience stores don’t 
get that.” 

The family never put 
the store up for sale, but 
Coombs’ understanding 
is that the ownership will 
soon change and a new 


business will reopen after 
renovations. She did not 
specify the new owner. 

Coombs does not plan 
to operate stores for any¬ 
one else now. 

“They (the Eldridge 
family) said, c We’ll keep 
this store open as long 
as you want to work,” 
Coombs said. 


She believes it’s time 
to retire, and she and her 
husband will be able to 
travel. 

“It’s just been my 
life,” Coombs said about 
the store. “It’s going to 
be so funny to just have a 
vacation and not have to 
worry about business.”

USE FIREWORKS SAFELY 

According to the U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission (CPSC), an estimated 9,700 people were 
treated in hospital emergency rooms for injuries asso¬ 
ciated with fireworks. 

More than half the injuries were burns and most 
involved the hands, eyes and head and 50 percent of 
the victims were children under age 15. 

As the July 4th holiday approaches, the Home 
Safety Council urges families to enjoy fireworks the 
safer way, by attending locally sanctioned fireworks 
shows presented by professionals who adhere to safety 
codes. 

Fireworks are not toys, they are devices designed to 
reach high temperatures, to burn and spark, and to 
explode and launch. They are unpredictable by nature 
and too dangerous for nonprofessional users. 

Dr. Gary Smith, Director of the Center for Injury 
Research and Policy at Columbus Children’s Research 
Institute in Ohio conducted a 22-year study of fire¬ 
works injuries treated in emergency rooms. What he 
found may help you understand the risk. Here is a 
sampling: 

• 67 percent of sparkler-related injuries were among 
children 5 years or younger 

•70 percent of patients treated for all fireworks 
injuries were male 

• Adult supervision was present in 54 percent of the 
cases 

• The eyes were injured in nearly one-third of the 
cases 

•The average age of patients was eight and Vi years 

Although many states permit fireworks use by con¬ 
sumers, only trained and experienced experts should 
use or transport fireworks. Read more about fireworks 
regulations in your state. 

Be aware fireworks safety is not a supervision issue. 
A fireworks injury can happen in the blink of an eye, 
whether or not a parent is standing by with a bucket 
of water.

said. “If you assaulted 
your wife and she ran 
and told the court, it 
would be in there.” 

The society has also 
put funds toward the 
professional archiving 
of some of the more 
important books and 
documents from Henry 
County. 

Henry County 
Historical Society has 
also contributed to keep 
a recently discovered 


black school house from 
decaying more. 

“No one even knew it 
existed,” Snowden said. 
“We gave money to help 
repair the roof to prevent 
further deterioration of 
the building.” 

Volunteers always look 
for interesting aspects of 
history to have presenta¬ 
tions on at the Henry 
County Extension Office. 
Recent ones have includ¬ 
ed talks on how clothing 
and textiles were made a 
few generations ago and 
on the history of Lake 
Jericho. 

The historical society 
also participates in many 



community events, such 
as by holding an open 
house during the recent 
New Castle Patriotic Day 
and having a booth at 
the Harvest Showcase. 

Members have recently 
re-arranged the history 
center to make it more 
user friendly — namely, 
setting up a library on 
the first floor and mov¬ 
ing the research center 
from the second floor. 

The historical soci¬ 
ety maintains a room¬ 
ful of originally county 
documents that had 
been bound for the state 
archives in Frankfort. 
That makes the wills, 
estate settlements, 
deeds, marriage bonds, 
constable bonds, mort¬ 
gages and more available 
locally. 

But for some the sec¬ 


ond floor would make 
those records difficult to 
access. 

“We had several mem¬ 
bers say it’s just impossi¬ 
ble to go up these steps,” 
Snowden said. 

The historical society 
recently bought a new 
copier, which Snowden 
said doesn’t sound like 
a big deal, but the old 
one could only copy one 
page at a time. 

Joyce Meyer helps 
keep the historical soci¬ 
ety’s website fresh by 
looking for new features. 
She’s now working with 
the Kentucky Historical 
Society to obtain oral 
histories in mp3 format, 
which could be shared 
online. 

To get more mem¬ 
bers involved in society 
decisions, Snowden 



and attorney Joe Yates 
have been examining 
the bylaws. One idea 
springs from having an 
application to serve on 
the board of directors 
and having more of the 
members vote for board 
members, whether by 
mail or e-mail. 

“We will make sure 
everybody is involved 
in the election and has 
the opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate, because we have 
members throughout the 
United States,” Snowden 
said. 

New exhibits and 
expanded hours are also 


goals that historical soci¬ 
ety members have. 

In terms of being 
open, though, Snowden 
noted that even the 
Kentucky Historical 
Society opens four days a 
week in summer and has 
no winter hours. 

“We’ve got a lot of 
things going on,” she 
said. “I think all organi¬ 
zations have an ebb and 
flow, but we have a lot of 
things going on.”

Last week we got 
great news from the 
Governor’s Office of 
Agriculture Policy! 
Since Kentucky recent¬ 
ly settled a new law¬ 
suit with the Tobacco 
Manufacturers con¬ 
cerning the Tobacco 
Master Settlement 
Agreement, almost 
complete restoration 
of the County portion 
of the MSA hinds has 
been made. Executive 
Director of GOAP 
Roger Thomas noti¬ 
fied Henry County last 
Thursday afternoon 
that the 2014 Tobacco 
Payment would be 
$274,211. With other 
projects already funded 
from the 2014 pro¬ 


gram, Henry County 
will have $216,785 for 
new programs, includ¬ 
ing the popular CAIP 
cost share reimburse¬ 
ment program for 
farmers. 

We still don’t know 
what the exact time¬ 
table for the Farmer 
CAIP program will be, 
whereby farmers can 
come to the Extension 
Office to pick up and 
complete the Uniform 
Application Form. We 


still have some legal 
agreements which will 
need to be handled, 
but once that is done 
in the near future, 
we’ll be able to adver¬ 
tise (two weeks legal 
notice) in the LOCAL, 
and begin the producer 
signup period. 

The whole program 
will be a bit behind the 
schedule we’ve used 
over the past few years, 
but this restoration of 
funding will allow a 


lot more farmers the 
opportunity to cost 
share some approved 
practices to help make 
their farms more pro¬ 
ductive and profitable. 
Before this news, the 
prospects of the 2014 
CAIP program in 
Henry County were 
pretty bleak. 

Up to date infor¬ 
mation concerning 
the CAIP Cost Share 
Reimbursement 
Program will be made 
available through this 
'County Agent Notes’ 
column. 

•KADIS? 

What is KADIS? 
Short for the 
Kentucky Agricultural 
Development 


Information System, 
KADIS is a dynamic 
statewide spatial 
database of all of 
Kentucky’s agricul¬ 
tural assets—i.e. grain 
farms, livestock farms, 
tractor dealers, veteri¬ 
narians, produce grow¬ 
ers, CSAs, etc. This 
all-inclusive database 
will be an interactive 
online map that users 
can use to locate and 
gather information 
on the asset they are 
looking for. Whether 
it is a farmer looking 
for the closest vet or 
a restaurant looking 
to source meat and 
produce from a local 
farm, KADIS will be a 
vital tool to strengthen 


Kentucky’s agriculture 
economy. 

Locally, KIPDA 
personnel have been 
gathering data and 
mapping the KADIS 
program. The total 
project is a partnership 
between KDA, GOAP, 
the US Economic 
Development 
Administration, and 
the KIPDA ADD 
District. There is still a 
lot data to be gathered

The Henry County Fiscal Court during its 
regular meeting on Tuesday, July 15, 2014, at 
6:00 p.m. at the Henry County Courthouse, 30 
North Main Street, New Castle, KY shall consider 
for a second reading and adoption, an Amend¬ 
ment to Ordinance No. 1000-01-13-1 in the fol¬ 
lowing Sections: 

Section 1. 

B. “Agricultural operation” includes, but is 
not limited to. any facility for the production of 
crops, livestock, equine, poultry, livestock prod¬ 
ucts. poultry products, horticultural products, and 
any generally accepted, reasonable, and prudent 
method for the operation of a farm to obtain a 
monetary profit that complies with applicable laws 
and administrative regulations, and is performed 
in a reasonable and prudent manner custom¬ 
ary among farm operators. Agricultural practices 
protected by this section shall include, but not be 
limited to. fertilizer application, the application of 
pesticides or herbicides that have been approved 
by public authority, planting, cultivating, mowing- 
harvesting. land clearing, and constructing farm 
buildings, roads, lakes, and ponds associated with 
a farming operation. 

C. “Construction and demolition debris” means 
non-hazardous, uncontaminated materials result¬ 
ing from the construction, remodeling, repair and 
demolition of utilities, structures including, but not 
limited to the following: bricks, concrete, and other 
masonry materials, rock, wood, including non- 
hazardous painted, treated, and coated wood and 
wood products, wall coverings, plaster, drywall, 
plumbing fixtures, electrical fixtures, non-asbestos 
insulation, roofing shingles and other roof cover¬ 
ings. and similar materials. 

D. “Debris” means the scattered remains of 
something broken or destroyed, apparently aban¬ 
doned to the elements. 

F. “Garbage” means putrescible animal and 
vegetable wastes resultingfrom the handling, pro¬ 
cessing. preparation, cooking, and consumption 
of food, and wastes from the handling, process¬ 
ing. storage, and sale of produce. 

G. “Junk” means items of no practical or 
functional utility. 

I. “Nuisance” means any condition, act, or the 
use of premises or of building exteriors in a dis¬ 
trict zoned residential, commercial, or agricultural 
subject to the limitations of KRS 82.722, which 
is or tends to render such premises or building 
dangerous or detrimental or adverse to the health 
and welfare of occupants of the premises or sur¬ 
rounding premises. 

In addition it shall constitute a public nuisance 
to maintain private property in all districts in such 
a manner so as to cause a detrimental effect to 
adjacent properties, by causing to have stored 
on the exterior of the premises construction and 
demolition debris, debris, garbage, junk, refuse- 
rubbish. or trash, which is visible from a public 
road, except such of the aforesaid items that are 
placed outside the premises for the customary 
regularly scheduled pick up by a contracted waste 
hauler, provided the same is picked up in a timely 
manner by such waste hauler. The existence. 
without limitation, of any of the following condi¬ 
tions shall constitute a nuisance: 

iv. Material and items stored in a haphazard or 
unorganized manner, so as to present an objec¬ 
tionable visual appearance or a nuisance. 

v. Yard maintenance equipment including, but 
not limited to. lawn mowers, garden tractors, snow 
blowers, garden tools, and similar items, which 
are stored outside in a haphazard, unorganized. 
or unprotected manner, past the season of the 
reasonable use of such equipment. 

vi. Material or items brought to the premises 
for planned improvements such as landscaping- 
construction. and similar purposes, including but 
not limited to mulch and building materials, which 
are not used for said improvements within 90 
days of being brought to the premises, or which 
merely constitute outdoor storage of said materi¬ 
als or items. 

vii. Recreational equipment, or parts thereof- 
including. but not limited to. bicycles, motorcycles. 
all terrain vehicles, boats, jet skis, and snowmo¬ 
biles. which are stored on the exterior premises 
outside of the normal season, of usage, and which 
are stored in a haphazard, unorganized, or unpro¬ 
tected manner. 

viii. Household, commercial, and industrial 
objects and materials which are not ordinarily 
found in residential districts, stored for more than 
two (2) weeks on the exterior premises visible 
from adjacent properties or public right-of-way. 

L. “Refuse” means all putrescible and nonpu- 
trescible wastes including garbage and rubbish. 

M. “Rubbish” means nonputrescible wastes 
consisting of both combustible and noncombus¬ 
tible material and residuals, including but not 
limited to paper products, cardboard, glass, plastic 
or metal products, discarded or non-functional 
automotive parts and tires, discarded furniture or 
furniture not designed for or modified to withstand 
the elements and outdoor use, abandoned or non¬ 
functional appliances, construction materials that 
have been exposed to outdoor elements for such 
a period of time that such material has substantial¬ 
ly deteriorated, junk, debris, and similar materials. 

N. “Trash” shall be defined as worn out, bro¬ 
ken up. or worthless things, and refuse. 

Section 4. 

Pursuant to th e prov i s i ons of KRS 82.722 th i s 
ord i nanc e sha ll not b e e nforc e d upon any prop ¬ 
e rty s i tuat e d i n an un i ncorporat e d port i on of th e 
county that i s ass e ss e d as agr i cu l tura l l and for tax 
purpos e s by th e prop e rty va l uat i on adm i n i strator. 

It is the policy of Henry County to conserve- 
protect. and encourage the development and 
improvement of its agricultural land for the pro¬ 
duction of food, timber, and other agricultural 
products. When nonagricultural land uses extend 
into agricultural areas, agricultural operations 
often become the subject of nuisance suits or 
legal actions restricting agricultural operations. 
As a result, agricultural operations are sometimes 
either curtailed or forced to cease operations. 
Investments in farm and timber improvements 
may be discouraged. It is the purpose of this sec¬ 
tion to reduce the loss of agricultural resources by 
clarifying the circumstances under which agricul¬ 
tural operations may be deemed to be a nuisance 
or interfered with by local ordinances or legal 
actions. 

Pursuant to the provisions of KRS 413.072 no 
agricultural operation or any of its appurtenances 
shall be or become a nuisance, or be in violation 
of any zoning ordinance, or be subject to any ordi¬ 
nance that would restrict the right of the operator 
of the agricultural operation to utilize normal and 
accepted practices. The provisions of this section 
shall not apply whenever a nuisance results from 
the negligent operation of an agricultural operation 
or its appurtenances. 

Therefore, this ordinance will not apply to farm 
tractors, farm implements, and agricultural prod¬ 
ucts which are essential to the active and ongoing 
functions of an agricultural operation. This exemp¬ 
tion is intended to protect agricultural operations 
and should not be construed as an exemption for 
other items defined in this ordinance such as con¬ 
struction and demolition debris, debris, garbage- 
trash. rubbish, refuse, and junk.

for the Girls Scouts of 
Kentuckiana. 

For Blade, basket¬ 
ball was not only a 
stepping-stone to col¬ 
lege and later success 
with Kroger, but also 
a way of escaping. He 
lived in a single-parent 
household where he and 
his siblings had to help 
make ends meet. 

“My father died when 
we were young and I 
had to work from the 
time I was nine years 
old,” Blade said. “I 
can truly tell you that 
basketball was a relief 
valve for me. It took me 
away from the worries 
of life. I enjoyed it so 
much that it motivated 
me to go on to the next 
level.” 

Blade, the grandson 
of the late George and 
Mamie Blade, credits 
his family with giving 
him the foundation he 
needed to suceed. 


“My mother Sarah 
Blade certainly played 
a huge role in making 
sure I stayed on the 
right course,” Blade 
said. “Mr. and Mrs. 
Alfred Hayden also 
played an important 
part in my upbringing.” 

But there were also 
those at the school that 
influenced Blade. 

“Jim Willhite and 
J. T. Stinson were also 
important to me. Not 
only was Jim my coach 
but he also taught his¬ 
tory, which was one of 
my favorite subjects. 

Mr. Stinson taught busi¬ 
ness classes which were 
also among my favorite 
classes and is what I 
majored in, so he had a 
tremendous impact on 
my future. 

“Andy Johnson the

knockout stage after 
they lost their first two 
games and Costa Bica 
was assured of qualifying 
because they pulled off 
huge upsets of Italy and 
Uruguay. 

That left the Italians 
and Uruguayans, two 
of the top teams in the 
world, fighting it out to 
stay alive in the tourna¬ 
ment. It should have 
been a great game. Both 
teams are talented and 


both have a strong soc¬ 
cer tradition. Italy has 
won the World Cup four 
times and tiny Uruguay 
has won twice. 

But then the game 
started and both teams 
showed an utter lack of 
character. The Italians 
kept falling all over the 
place and writhing in 
mock pain every time 
the Uruguayans got 
close to them. It is a tac¬ 
tic they always employ 
to try and get the ref¬ 
eree to hand out yellow 
or red cards so that they 
can gain a numerical 
advantage on the field. 


Unfortunately it is catch¬ 
ing on around the world 
and the Uruguayans 
were flopping almost as 
much as the Italians. 

The first half was 
played so cautiously that 
I actually fell asleep. 

I woke up in time for 
all the drama of the sec¬ 
ond half. Or should I say 
melodrama. 

With time winding 
down one of the world’s 
greatest goal scorers, 

Luis Suarez of Uruguay, 
was getting increasingly 
frustrated by his lack of 
chances on goal. With 
about ten minutes to go 


in the game Suarez did 
the unthinkable - he bit 
an Italian defender on 
the shoulder. 

I watched Suarez do 
the same thing in an 
English Premier League 
game two seasons ago. 
He got a lengthy sus¬ 
pension that lasted into 
this past season and 
when he came back 
it was like he was a 
changed man. He played 
as hard as usual but he 
whined to the referees 
less, got involved in 
fewer altercations with 
opponents and generally 
comported himself well 


on the field. Everyone 
thought he had learned 
his lesson. 

But now the World 
Cup will be remembered 
mainly for the crazy 
Uruguayan who bit an 
opponent in one of the 
worst games televised 
in this year’s tourna¬ 
ment. The referee did 
not see Suarez’s moment 
of insanity but millions 
of spectators watch¬ 
ing around the world 
did, including many 
Americans who usually 
don’t follow soccer but 
wanted to know what all 
the fuss was about. 


So much for grow¬ 
ing the fan base in 
this country. The type 
of people who were 
intrigued by Suarez’s 
actions are not really the 
ones that we soccer fans 
wanted to attract to the 
sport. They are the types 
who encourage that land 
of behavior in athletes. 

In fact, it might have 
lost us a few friends. I 
know that I was disgust¬ 
ed by his action and the 
game in general and it 
dimmed my enthusiasm 
for the tournament for a 
brief time.

Vance Blade returned 
to his hometown a few 
weeks ago to deliver the 
commencement address 
to the Eminence High 
School class of 2014. 
For Blade it was a full 
circle moment. 

Blade grew up in 


Eminence in the 1970’s 
and was a key figure in 
arguably the best run 
of basketball teams in 
school history. 

Blade played for the 
Warriors’ varsity team 
for five years, culminat¬ 
ing in his senior season 
when he was named All- 
District for the fourth 
consecutive year, All- 
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success through hoops 


Regional tournament 
for the second straight 
year and Honorable 
Mention All-State for 
the third year in a row. 

During Blade’s final 
three seasons, the team 
compiled a 57-24 
record and made it 
to the Eighth Region 
semifinals twice. Blade 
averaged a double- 
double in points and 
rebounding in all four 
of his seasons as a 
starter. Blade’s senior 
season was the best with 
a 20.8 scoring average 
and 17.0 rebounding 
average. 

Blade was somewhat 
overshadowed by a 
talented junior on that 
team, Mont Sleets, 
who had a higher scor¬ 
ing average and who 
was the second lead¬ 
ing rebounder on the 
team despite being only 
5’-10” tall. Sleets went 
on to play at Murray 
State and had one of 
the most memorable 
individual performances 
in Eighth Region tour¬ 
nament history against 
Grant County in his 
senior season. But Blade 
was the common fac¬ 


tor for most of the 
Warriors’ great run of 
the 1970’s. 

Blade, however, was 
not asked to be the 
commencement speaker 
because of his athletic 
prowess. Blade used his 
court skills to go from a 
poor kid in a single par¬ 
ent family to a college 
graduate and then on to 
a successful career with 
the Kroger Company. 

In a 1978 issue of 
the Henry County 
Local that announced 
his selection to the All- 
Eighth Region basket¬ 
ball team, EHS princi¬ 
pal Dalton Oak said of 
Blade: 

“Of all the children I 
have had the opportu¬ 
nity of working with in 
my career, Vance is one 
of the best young peo¬ 
ple I have ever known. 
He is a fine athlete and 
person, assuming the 
responsibility of trying 
to set an example for his 
fellow students.” 

After graduating 
from Eminence Blade 
signed to play at Berea 
College. 

He finished his 
career at Berea with 


1198 points, which 
is 21 st all-time in the 
Mountaineer’s his¬ 
tory and 881 rebounds 
which is fifth best in 
school history. 

While at Berea, Blade 
met his future wife 
Vivian. Together the 
couple started a family 
that includes daughter 
Alivia, 22, and Percy, 

20 . 

Blade started as a 
management trainee 
with Kroger in 1983 
and has held several 
positions with the com¬ 
pany over the years. 
Today Blade is the 
safety manager for the 
company’s Mid-South 
Division. 

Blade has been 
a Trustee of Berea 
College since 2007. He 
served on the board as 
an alumni trustee from 
1998 to 2006. He was 
also a member of the 
Alumni Council from 
1988 to 1993 and again 
from 2000 to 2006. 

Blade has stayed in 
excellent shape over the 
years by exercising regu¬ 
larly. He looks as if he 
could still hold his own 
on the basketball court, 


but he hasn’t played 
competitively since leav¬ 
ing Berea. 

He coached his kids’ 
church teams when they 
were young and then 
when his son got older 
and began to show 
promise, he coached his 
AAU team. 

Percy played on some 
very good teams at 
Eastern High school 
before walking on at 
Western Kentucky 
University for a year 
and a half. 

“Percy decided to 
transfer last year and 
enrolled at Trevecca 
Nazarene College, 
an NCAA Division II 
school in Nashville in 
December,” Blade said. 
“Alivia is a senior at U 
of L.” 

Blade’s wife, Vivian 
is president and CEO 
of Experts in Growth 
Leadership Consulting, 
chairperson for the 
Louisville Chapter of 
the National Speakers 
Association as well 
being the secretary of 
the Board of Directors

Suarez biting incident taints World Cup

Ardent American 
soccer fans want so 
badly for their fellow 
Americans to catch the 
fever that they are some¬ 
times obnoxious about 
it. 

I try not to go there 
but when I’m in a 
casual conversation with 


another sports fan and 
they start the usual con¬ 
descending spiel about 
not 'getting’ soccer or 
how can a goalless game 
be entertaining or, the 
worst of all, it’s a sissy 
sport, well it’s hard to 
hold back. 

I usually come back 
with the reply that in 
soccer the tension builds 
until there finally is a 
goal and while the goals 
don’t occur as often, 
they are usually more 
rewarding to the fans 
that have waited for the 
big moment. 

But hey, I’m usually 
talking to someone who 
would like to see Hal 
Mumme return to UK 
just so they could see a 
lot of touchdowns and 
maybe the occasional 
win. 

It’s like the rat experi¬ 
ment where the rat is 
rewarded with food 


when it rings a bell. The 
rat finally figures it out 
and won’t quit ringing 
the bell until it has com¬ 
pletely gorged itself to 
the point of death with 
food. We want more, 
more, more! 

I was in Louisville 
on the day of the 
Americans’ big game 
with the Germans and 
everywhere I went peo¬ 
ple were talking about 
the game, but not in a 
positive way. Most of 
the talk was ambivalent, 
punctuated with shoul¬ 
der shrugs and raised 
eyebrows. “I don’t get 
it’” people would say. 
“How can we lose and 
still advance in a tourna¬ 
ment? Soccer is a strange 
game.” 

There is nothing 
strange about a large 
tournament starting with 
a round-robin group 
stage that allows the top 


two from each group to 
advance based on their 
record against the other 
three teams in their 
group. 

There is nothing 
strange about using goal 
difference or point dif¬ 
ference to break ties in 
the group stage. But 
people don’t want to try 
to understand soccer. 

It’s easier to just turn 
the channel and find a 
sport where they score 
every three or four sec¬ 
onds. 

Some of the talk was 
outright negative. I can 
almost take the nega¬ 
tive folks better than the 
ambivalent folks. At least 
the negative folks are 
positive they don’t like 
soccer. They don’t try 
to be kind and engage 
in conversation about 
the sport. If you bring 
it up to these folks they 
will wave it off and say 


something like, “I can’t 
stand soccer. I would 
rather watch paint dry.” 
At that point you don’t 
need to try and explain 
the game’s appeal. You 
just move on to the next 
topic. 

It’s kind of like being 
a Bruce Springsteen fan. 
The legions that love 
his music and concerts 
can have a whole con¬ 
versation with whoops 
and hollers and high 
fives with only song 
titles and concert locales 
interspersed in between. 
But there are no casual 
Springsteen fans. Those 
who don’t care for him 
can’t be convinced. They 
don’t understand what 
the big deal is. 

All this brings me to 
this year’s World Cup, 
which has been, for 
the most part, a very 
entertaining one. There 
have been more goals at 


this Cup than any since 
1998 when a record 171 
goals were scored. It will 
probably never threaten 
the 1954 tournament for 
goals per game record, 
which was 5.28, but that 
tournament only had 16 
teams, which means half 
the number of games as 
the current tournament 
and half the number of 
chances for a 0-0 draw. 

Like many avid soc¬ 
cer fans in this country 
I had high hopes that 
this tournament would 
win some new fans to 
the sport in our country. 
And then Tuesday, June 
24 happened. 

The Group D games 
that day featured Costa 
Rica versus England and 
Italy versus Uruguay. 
England had no chance 
of qualifying for the 
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
